PRISONERS AND THEIR DISCIPLINE. 
, UL—After a short experience of sight months 
in charge of this Gaol, I ventare to hazard an 
opinion that the Chinese convicts under my 
charge are oa amenable to discipline, and dispos- 
ed to bo ag well conducted, as those of any race 
Tam acquainted with, This view, I mut admit, 
is in appaaranes not supported by tho statistics 
given in tho Annual Raturn. I¢ will be observ- 


. ed that in the year 1884, with a daily average 


nambor of 552 .prisonors, 4,784 prison offencad 
wore reported. In 1895 with an average of 530 
prisonera 6,473 pricon offences wore reported ; 
giving an average of-12 prison. offencoa s year 
for exch prisoner; nor was the great: bulk of 
these offences committed bys small number of 
abitnal offenders, as is the case in England, 
where only sbout half the rumber of prisoners 
aro annually punished for prison offences, On 
the last day of the ysor it wav found that thera 
were only 78 prisoners in.Gaol who had been 
free of panishment for threo months, «If ‘wa 
compare. this with tho atatistios of Eaglish pri- 
Sons, whore in 1880-81 with an: average number 
of 10,297 prisoners, only 5,861 priconers wero 


pasted, committing 18,003 offences or less 
han two por-anhum por prisoner coufined, wo 
can hardly fail to draw the conclusion that tho |

The large number of prison offences in Vie- 
toria Gaol appoar t# he dao to special conditions, 
thé obief of whiok ore :

2. Tho onfored crowding together of prison- 
ors by day, when af work and at meals, for want

8. Tho want of training and general inofilcien- 
sy of a number of the tarnkeys, whoso igno- 
rance, miscondnot aid waut of judgmént have 
beon tha cause of muoh avoidable prison orlme. 

12,—An explanation will nstarally bo expected, 
of the large inorasse of prison, offences in 1885 
as compared with 1884 from 4,784 to 6,473 or 
over 30 per cont. The number of prieoy offences 
roported during the past yaar have sotuall 

jod sll round with the exception of two 
kinds, Viz,“ talking,” and “task of oakum short 
picked.” The axpinnation of the inoroase in 
those two offences is ag follows. On taking 
oharga of the prison I found tho Regutation ra- 
quiring silonos to be inaintaingd wag not strictly 
onforced, only very noisy talkers at work being 
reported. In fact after the prisonora wore 
locked up for the night, the buz of conversation 
from the associated wards was porfectly audible 
in the neighbouring stréetse. I onforoad tho 
Regulation, detailing for some time extra turn- 
keys on night daty to enforce silence, This 
raised the num ber of reporfs for “talking " from 
519 in, 1984 to 2,182 in 1885, 8 number which 
more than accorints for the total increase of re.

In 
9 oases corporal punishaent was inflicted; in 3 
cases solitary imprisonment; one case broke 
down for want evidenes.t ‘The result waa 
satisfactory in diminishing this class of offence, 
I append ‘a table showing the nambor of 
these offancas during each month for the last 
two yours.

17.—The great risk of possible conspiracies is 
very obvions in a prison like this, where most of 
tho prisoners liva in association, and where silente 
has been very imperfectly enforced even at work, 
under tho immediate eye of the turnkoys. 
It was ‘necessary therefore to be well in- 
formed of ,evorything going on in the Gadl. 
After some trouble and through, the valn- 
able assistance of Mr. Machado, the late 
Gaol olerk, an able snd idtelligent’ official, 
thoroughly conversant with the Chinese lang 
fe, several informers wore found to give in| 
formation of what waa going on among the 
prisoners. Slight remissions of santances wera 
granted by Government at my recommendation 
for such. services. The advantage of this ar- 
rangement became speedily apparont. A plot 
was revealed for the escapo of a number of con- 
viots, chiefly pirates, from the chain-g ng. 
Thesa men had procured (by means naver as- 
certaigad).e daplicate of the key which opened 
the padlooks of thoir ohaing. A letter way in- 
torcepted (ayd sent to the Polica) asking friends 
outside to have a junk in readiness for thom at a 
named epot; the Key was onrefally concealed, 
and the convicts wore only waiting for s wet day, 
when, huddled up in « shed for shelter, they 
could: pasi the key along and loosen their chains 
unobserved by the warders, After a-carefal 
searoh tho. key was found sown into ono of the 
chain-gang men’s hats and the porgone intending 
to escape wera removed from tho chain-gang- 
For this service tho prisoner who gave the 
information was allowed by Government a remis- 
sion of 18 months of his sentence, 
‘he offence of having tobacco or opiam 
fn prison has been a vary common.one. In 1894 
erg were 719 cas 885 there were- 
709 cases reported. This, in its effects, is a very 
forioug mattor.. With the moderate work upd 
liboral diet of this Gaol/'as compared to that of 
ordinary’ oo6lies,.and with the comfort of living 
in association, it only roquires aasy opportanities 
for indulgence in ‘naréotics, to render “the Gaol 
quite o pleasant plavoe of residence for oriminals. 
Tho deprivation. of narcotics acts a3 a deterrent. 
to this classand shonld be strictly enforced, 
There have beon thany difficulties to’ contend 
with im Victoria Gaol on'this seore: The cor- 
ruption of coloured Gaol officials, who dealt. with 
prisoners ix tobacoo, haa been referred tp, Pri- 
soners were allowed to not a3 cooks and servants 
to tarnkeya residing ia the Gaol and theae, com- 
ing’ more or Jess in sontact with the outside 
ablic had many, ‘opportunities of smuggling 
In tobaovo,* 40.” The prison walls in parts 
are low, and when convicta were orowded af 
work.in the yards, tobacco was frequently 
thrown over the walls from thé adjoining Street, 
and falling among the prisoners was secret 1 
by tham befors it sonld be observed by the turn- 
keys in charge, even if the latter did not wilfully. 
turn their eyes away. ‘It was introdacod in Bro 
vision baskots and in dry oarth baskets. In foot 
avery ingenuity ig exercised by prisoners aud 
their friends ontsida to have this coveted article 
secretly introdnoed into the Gaol.
